A. Firſt, by bodily death all rebellious af- 
fections in the fleſh are vtterly killed, and 
all finfull affections vtterly quenched. | 
Secondly, as the dead bodie is buryed: 
ſo all carnall affections are perfectly mozti⸗ 
fied: And cuerp part by perfect moztifica- 
tion made moze fit to receine glozp in the 
dap of the reſurrection. 
Q. Are both thelaping into graue, and ho 
fing from graue, benefits to the faithfall : 
A. The graue hath ener beene a chamber 
of ſafetie to the faithfull:But now ſithence 
the bleſſed bodie of Chꝛiſt was layd into 
the graue, it is made the bedde of ſweets 
ſpycerie to the godly. 
A. If the very graue bee beneficial : ſhew 
me what benefits Both riſing from grane, 
bꝛing to the buryed bodies of Chaiſtians 2 
A. The bodies of Chꝛiſtians which are bu⸗ 
ryed in Seas oz Land, are ſowne in coz- 
ruption, in diſhonour, in weakenefle, in e- 
tate moztall, they riſe in incozruption, in 


honour,in power, and in e ans 
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neuer to periſh, neuer to dye a ſecond death, 
as the wicked doe. 

Q. What benefits finde ths faithful after 
death, in the eſtate of Immoꝛtalitte, and al⸗ 
ter this moztall life - 

A. The death of enery faithful member 
of Chzit , waſhed in Baptiſme with his 
pzecions bloud, is pꝛecious in Gods ſight, 
and as the fight of God ſhall bzing all cele- 
ſtiall iop : ſo the pꝛeſence of God, where is 
all fulneſſe of Joy & perpetuall peace, ſhall 

futfill the faithfull ſo full of that felicitie, 
tranquilitie, and heanenly glozy, 
which is vnlpeakeable , foz

A. How doth bzead ſignifie his bodie, and 
tepꝛeſent the bleſſings sf his bodie to vs 
d. As the woꝛd foꝛ bzeadin the true ſigni⸗ 
fication, doth ſigniſie all kinde of ſuſfeuta- 
tiun and nouriſhment foz our bodies, ſo 
oth the giuing vs his bodie, ſigniſie ſpiri-

Q. Uhat may bee the difference of men, 
which communicate all at one Communi⸗ 
on ? 
A. As the daunger oz perill of the one is 
great, becauſe they receius it bnwozthily, 
not conſideritig the Lozds bodie,and often 
times ſuch foz bnwozthp receiuing, doe re- 
ceiac puniſhment, and ſometimes ſach doe 
cate and dzinke their owne damnation, as 
the Apoſtle teſfifieth. 

s the benefit ofthem that receiue it woz- 
thily is great, foꝛ by faith they feeding ſpi- 
ritually, doe eate the ſpirituall fode(which 
neuer periſheth) by verfue whereof they 
are pꝛeſerued from periſhing,and ſuſtained 
bntoeternall life. 

Q. What meaneth the Apoſtle by eating 
and dzinking their owne damnation in the 
X.o3ds ſupper? 
A. The Apoſtle doth ſigniſie, that euen this 
banquet receiued by the wicked perſons, 
careleſſe,and without conſideration of their 
stunt impietie, without fatth, repentance, 
02 charitie, trampling vnder fote that p2e- 
cious bloud: Enen foz ſuch contempt (he 
meaneth ) ſuch wicked perſons ſhall finde 
the receining thereof, to teſtiſie their con. 
demnation moze fully. 

Q. Wha! 
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Q. What doth he meane that he ſaith, ſome 

of pou are ficke, ſome are weake, and ſome 

are falne aſleepe 2 
is A. He admoniſheth them which were ( and 
p, vs that are now reputed faithfull pꝛofel- 
en ſoꝛs) that fo: lack ot that woꝛthineſſe, which 
e is required of them, and vs which com not 
oe fullip 02 fitly pzepared, ſuch were and are 
as puniſhed with ſuch ſickneſſes and puniſh- 

ments, as might make them better to con- 

02- ider their owne crimes, and vnaduiſed re- 
pi · F ceining Chzift his blefſed bodie: and ſo con- 
ich denme their owne ſelues: And by ſuch pu- 
ep niſhment alſo God moneth them to flie to 
ed him foz mercy in this woꝛld, that they map 
not with the wicked cf this wozld,perifh in 
the wozld to come, fo want of Chziltian 
duties. 
Q. Mhat duties are of Chʒiſtians required 
which come to this Sacrament of Chziſt, 
that they may be reputed wozthy receigers 
thereof ? 
A. There is required pꝛincipallp ot them, a 
thꝛee folde conſideration 82 examination, 
which woꝛthilp and effectually bee parta- 
kers of Chzilt. 
Q. Shew me thoſe pꝛincipall conſiderati- 
ons, and examinations: 405 
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A. As it is not fit foꝛ a ſeruant, oꝛ a ſubiect, 
to come to the Table of a tempozall King 
bncleanly, o2 vncomelp, ſo it is much moꝛe 
vntit and further offence to come to the tas 
ble ofthe eternall king Chꝛiſt Jeſus, with 
any kind of vncleanneſſe, as might giue of- 
fence to his mightie Maieſtie. 
Q. Shew mee firſt what cleanneſſe is re⸗ 
quired of Chꝛʒiſtians, comming to his pꝛe⸗ 
ſente, to be pertakers of this pꝛecious ban⸗ 
quet 
A. The people were commaunded when 
they came to heare the Law pꝛomulgated 
on Sina, Certaine dapes to wath and lanc⸗ 
tifie themſelnes, befoꝛe they came to heare 
the Law: When the Loꝛd would haue his 
pcople talke with his Maieſtie, he commans 
ded them to waſh them, and make them 
cleane from all their wickedneſſe. Befoze 
B ing Dauid came to Gods Altar, he waſh- 
ed his handes in innocencie.

Q. Mhat learne we by all theſe waſhings?

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row,fo2 fozmer ſinnes committed, and our 
ſelues ſanctified by beliefe, that pardon foz 
ſinne, and increaſe of grace, may by Chziſt 
be granted, 
Secondly, when we come to the maieſtp 
of the gloꝛious God, by inuocation, 02 pꝛay⸗ 
er, we mult with the Publican ſee and bee 
ſozrewfull foz our owne miſerie : and not 
with a pꝛoud, but a pure zeale of ſoule hope

A. A Chꝛiſtian mull conſider, that Chziſt 
in his paſſion did ſuffer all things requiſite 
foz remiſſion of the ſinnes of all faithfull 
beleeuers : And muſt beleene, that Chzilt

Q. What mult a Chziſtian confider, and 

beleeue in Chzilt his powerfull Reſurrecti-

he (namely a Chziſtian) mult fully be per- 
ſwaded 
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ſwaded that thereby he is effectuallp riſen, 
and ſhall thereby eternally, both in bodie x 
ſoule be ſaued:
